KRON, O., Dec. 1.—Local Akron 
merchants and manufacturers 
declare that although 1927 will be 
the most profitable year in the 
history of the city, it now stands 
on the threshold of an even bet- 

ter year in 1928. 

The mammoth tire factories are 
of course on a reduced basis, 
which is natural for the season, 
but there is every indication that 
1928 will be one of the biggest 
years in the rubber industry, and 
as foundation of the city is built | 
upon the tire shops, Akron will | 
therefore have one of the great- | 
est years in its history. 

Akron had the greatest building | 
year in 1927, since the boom of | 
Seven years ago. Building permits | 
exceed the entire year of 1926 by | 
practically $2,000,000 for the first 
ten months of 1927. 

The payroll of Akron has in-/| 
creased consistently, in 1924, being 
$83,705,000; in 1925, $95,900,000; in | 
1926, $98,228,000; and in 192% it will | 
be in excess of $105,000,000. 

In total value of *products the 
city has also increased, 1924 show- 
ing $433,527,000; 1925, $536,970,000; 
in 1926 (in spite of lowered prices), 
$631,465,000; and in 1927 they will 
step up to approximately $700,000,- 
000, present indications show. 

The 1925 bank clearings were 
$312,035,000, increasing in 1926 to 

bank 





$316,985,000, and the 1927 
clearings will exceed $320,000,000 on 
the basis of the first ten months of 
the year. , 

Production totals of the rubber 
industry have increased out of pro- 
portion in comparison to their 
value increases. While the value of 
Akron's rubber prceducts has been 
climbing steadily, production totals 
in units were ahead of those last 
year in most cases before the end 
of September, in some instances 
August production totals in units 
bringing 1927 ahead of 1926. 

The application of these figures 
to the future indicates 1928 will be 
a decidedly better year in all lines 
with the _ pcssible exception of 
building. 

At present production is at the 
lowest ebb in Akron rubber factories, 
where inventories now are being 
liquidated in preparation for the 
new year.

BELGIUM 

Brussels—The automobile situation 
is reported as favorable; with the 
reputation of American cars increas- 
ing. Sales are slack, awaiting the 
show, which is scheduled for early 
this month. French competition is 
strong, with motor sizes slightly in- 
creasing and more _ six-cylinder 


types. 
BRAZIL 

Sao Palo.—There is now being or- 
ganized in Sao Paulo a company for 
the purpose of handling the repre- 
sentation of the Citroen and Delaye 
automobiles. According to the pro- 
spectus of the new company, it is

planned to issue 10,000 shares of 
stock, and this issue has been of- 
fered to the public, but apparently 
no great interest has been shown. 


CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 

Prague.—As previously reported on 
October 1, 1927, both the 12 per cent. 
luxury sales tax on automobiles and 
the municipal motor taxes were 
abolished. ‘These were replaced by 
a graduated road tax based on cylin- 
der content. The present 2 per cent. 
sales tax based on the retail selling 
price is continued unchanged for do- 
mestic and foreign cars alike. Abo- 
lition of the luxury tax has been at- 
tended by the imposition of a spe- 
cial so-called “import sales tax” on 
foreign motorcycles, automobiles and 
trucks, as well as buses, amounting 
to 2 per cent. of the duty-paid value. 
These two taxes, the 2 per cent. sales 
tax and the 2 per cent. import sales 
tax, are collected simultaneously 
with the import duty. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 

Manila.—Automobile sales during 
October were slightly under the pre- 
ceding month in all classes of pas- 
senger cars and light trucks. Move- 
ment of heavy trucks showed a 
slight improvement over September. 


SWEDEN 

Stockholm.—In reference to the 
proposed purchase of motor buses in 
Stockholm, an extension to the time 
limit has been obtained through 
December 10.

Until now, only about 550 cars 
have been completed and these, 
of course, are required as first 
dealers’ models. Edsel Ford is 
quoted in the Wall Street Journal 
as giving the present number of 
Ford dealers at about 8,500, add- 
ing that the 1927 turnover was less 
than the average yearly 10 per 
cent. dealer turnover. 

The assembly line of the company 
will be at the River Rouge plant, 
while the Highland Park works is 
to be devoted to the making of 
axles, steering gears, radiators, bat- 
teries and fabric. Men are being 
taken on both at Highland Park
